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In August of 1965 a book entitled "Invitation to an Inquest"^ 
written by Walter and Miriam Schneir was published. This book, in 
summary, contains conclusions designed to discredit Harry Gold, a 
^Government witness who testified in the case involving Julius and Ethel 
C^J tosenbor g , executed spies, and implies that the Government's case agalns 
Morton &obell, who was Involved with the Rosenborgs in espionage 
activities, was false. 

Information has been received from the New York Office 
Indicating that the Schneirs will begin a "national tour" of major 
cities in the United States as well as several cities in Canada to 
publicize and sell their book. This tour was announced in a recont 
letter from the Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell, It is 
believed advisable to alert all Offices of the contemplated tour of the 
Schneirs and that all Offices be instructed to direct any Inquires 
concerning the authors or the book to the attention of the Crime Records 
Division at the Bureau. The Crime Records Division agrees with the 
course of action suggested above.

It has been 14 yea^s since 
Norton Sobell and Julius 
ahd Ethel Rosenberg were 
tried in New York and con-

But the controversy over 
their fate is far from ended.

conduct their inquest with 
frightening skill. They have 
done their homework well, 
having poured over trial rec- 
ords, sifted through attorneys'

Hiough the trial record is 
replete with examples, the 
Schnelrs devote little attention 
to the inept handling of the 
case by Emanuel Bloch, the 
Rosenbergs' attorney. 

They dwell heavily on the 
inflammatory role of t h a 
press, which acted with sim- 
ple assistance from the gov- 
ernment. That defect alone, 
though, would not seem to 
> make the Rosenberg-Sobell 
case noteworthy.

The 
Rosenborgs were executed la 1903 and Sobell Is still serving 
his sentence of thirty years. This book claims that the entire 
ease presented by the United States Government van a frame-up 
la order to put the blame on someone for the fact that Russian 
"know how" had developed an atonic bomb and detonated It In 1949.

With respect to the point Made concerning Gold's 
registration at the hotel for one day, the facts are that Cold, 
after nesting Klaus Fuchs in Santa Fe, Mew Mexico, traveled to 
Albuquerque on Saturday, June 2, 1945, He attempted to contact 
Green glass but learned that there was no one at hone. He slept 
in a rooming house that night and on the norolng of June 3, 1945, 
checked into the Hilton Hotel for a day. Be thereafter contacted 
Crsenglasc, obtained hie info nation, and left Albuquerque on 
Sunday, June 3, 1945. The face of the hotel registration card 
confirms that cold registered for one dsy since there is 
written under the word BAR "l2£ day rate until 6 P.M." 

With respect to the discrepancy of dates on the 
registration card, the facts are that when this card was 
obtained fron the uanager of the hotel in June, 1950, this 
discrepancy was noticed by an FBI Agent. He inquired and 
was told by the uanager of the hotel* Fletcher Brutal t, that all 
registration cards received in the hotel on June 3, 1945, ware 
stamped June 4, 1945. Brunlt was of the opinion that through 
a eochanlcal error the tine and date simp Machine erroneously 
sst the date for June 4 rather than June 3. 

It should be noted also that whan tbs Cove meant - 
prosecutor Introduced the photostat of the registration card 
into evidence with the approval of the defense counsel, he read 
both the front and back of the card. This is a natter of record^ 
in the official record of the trial. Therefore, all defenae^dp: 
counsel, all seekers of the Jury, and the defendants knew 
tbe trial that the dates on the front and back of the photostat 
worre different.

The facts are that the initials on the June card are 
those of the hotel manager* This card was originally obtained 
iron the hotel on June 6, 1950, (several days after Gold had 
iapllcated Greenglass in admissions he bad made to FBI Agents 
concerning his involvement in Soviet espionage) so that the 
FBI Laboratory could conduct a handwriting examination* This 
card was returned to the hotel on June 20, 1950, at the request 
of the hotel manager who stated he preferred to retain the 
card and would produce It at the trial In response to a subpoena* 
As stated heretofore, defense counsel agreed to the introduction 
of a photostat; therefore, it was not necessary to utilize the 
hotel manager as a witness for the purpose of introducing the 
original registration card into evidence. With respect to 
the September card, it was obtained by FBI Agents from the 
hotel on May 23, 1950, which was the day after Gold had 
confessed to FBI Agents his involvement with Klaus Fuchs in 
Soviet espionage. Greenglass 's Involvement was unknown to 
the FBI at this time* This card was initialed by FBZ Agents 
of the Albuquerque Office and forwarded to Hew York for 
possible evidence; however, this card was never Introduced 
at the trial since it would have no bearing on the Involvement 
of Greenglass and the Rosenborgs in Soviet espionage*

Chapter 29 discusses in detail the Hilton Hotel 
registration card referred to above. A photostat of this 
card had been introduced into evidence by the prosecution at 
the trial in 1951 with the consent of the Rosenbergs' attorney. 
The authors contend that the Rosenbergs* attorney erred in doing 
this because the front of the card had the handwritten date of 
6/3/45 while the date stamp on the back of the card was 6/4/45. 
They contend that this discrepancy makes the card useless as 
corroborative evidence and that it is probably a forgery. The 
facts are that when this card was obtained from the hotel 
manager in June, 1950, the discrepancy in the dates was noticed 
by one of our Agents and he inquired and was told by the hotel 
manager that all the registration cards at the hotel for June 3, 
1945, had been date stamped 6/4/45 through a mechanical failure 
of the date stamp machine. Further, at the trial when the 
Government prosecutor introduced the photostat of the card into 
evidence wLth the approval of defense counsel, he read both the 
front and the back of the card into the record. Therefore, all 
the defense counsel, all members of the Jury, and the defendants 
were aware of the fact that the dates on the front and the back 
of the photostat were different. The above points were also 
recently raised by Sobell's attorney in a motion to set aside 
his conviction. On 2/14/67 U.S. District Court Judge Edward 
Weinfeld wrote a 79-page opinion denying the motion. With 
respect to these points, the Judge stated that all the material 
relied on by Sobell was examined and his charges were not 
sustained; further, the matter now claimed as newly or recently 
discovered has been known or available to Sobell for many years, 
some of it as far back as the trial itself. On 6/26/67, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals affirmed the Weinfeld opinion.

Article entitled "Yes, 1 Believe the Rosenbergs Were Inno- 
cent," by Alain Decaux, appearing in the fourth issue of 
the Paris weekly newspaper H Le Journal du Dlaanche." 


After a somewhat lengthy introduction, the author 
traces the early lives of Ethel and Julius Rosenberg, their 
eventual Marriage and the first years of their married life. 

/ The article then Mentions that Julius and David and Bernard 
/ Greenglass formed a war-au ral u8_ conpany in 1946, with David 
and Bernard Greenglass leaving the company in 1949* 

the article then points out that uranium was stolen 
at Los Alamos during the time David Greenglass was working 
as an Army technician there. "After a long investigation, 
suspicion pointed to David Greenglass. Naturally, Greenglass *■ 
denied everything. An FBI Agent also questioned acquaintances 
which Greenglass had while at Los Alamos. At no time was. 
the name Rosenberg mentioned. 

"In May of 1950, the FBI arrested Harry Gold, one 
of the most efficient Soviet agents who ever worked in 
America. Faced with the vast amount of evidence against 
him. Gold talked and implicated numerous other people. 

In his statements, however. Gold gave many different ver- 
sions. When asked later if he had lied to the FBI at the .* 
time of his arrest, he replied that he had lied desperately."' 

The article goes on to claim that although the 
Information furnished by Gold was suspect, the FBI "found 
it to be highly precise. When Greenglass was arrested his 
apartment was searched by four FBI Agents for a period of 
five hours. They discovered a box of papers, on one of 
which was written notes from mathematics problems. When 
questioned later, Greenglass claiaed that they had been 
written by Julius Rosenberg. Investigation later proved 
that these notes had been copied by Julius during his 
studies at the University. 

"Greenglass wasted no time in confessing that he 
had stolen atomic secrets for the 8oviet Union. However, 
he claimed that he had done it only at the request of his 
brother-in-law, Julius Rosenberg. 

"On June 16, 1950, FBI Agents presented them-' 
selves to Rosenberg and questioned him. Rosenberg, amazed,

The article then goes on to claim that the wife 
of David Greenglass disliked Ethel Rosenberg and that 
little by little the accusations made by the Greenglasses 
against the Rosenbergs grew. 

M It must be pointed out that these accusations 
against the Rosenbergs were received with great sympathy 
by the FBI and prosecuting Attorney Saypol." 

The article then continues by stating that to 
understand the Rosenberg affair completely the reader 
"must recalLjJJjiat the period in question was a time of the 
Korean War / tne announcement that the 8oviet Union had the 
atomic bomb* and the time of the witch hunts launched 
by Senator McCarthy." 

"For several months the FBI had been trying to 
find some proof against the Rosenbergs. Finally it found 
an individual named ditcher, a psychopath being treated 
by a former friend of Rosenberg at the University. 

Elitcher had belonged to the Communist Party and* wishing 
to enter government service, he had signed an oath claiming 
he had never been a communist. Such a perjury could cost 
him dearly. Elitcher later claimed that the fact that the 
FBI had discovered his perjury had frightened him to death, 
ditcher ended up by claiming that in June of 1944 Rosenberg 
had invited him to furnish some information of a military 
nature. Nothing had come of this meeting. Later* at the 
end of 1946 or the beginning of 1947* ditcher had allegedly 
again seen Rosenberg and had been presented with vague pro- 
posals. This is all that Rosenberg was accused of." 

Pointing out that Harry Gold, Respite all types of 
pressure* ” steadfastly denied that he ever knew Rosenberg* 
the article then proceeds to attack the trial itself. 

'The trial showed only the unbelievable weakness 
of the charge against the Rosenbergs. There were 32 pieces 
of evidence shown at the trial. This evidence consisted* 
for example, of items such as a photo of some friends of the 
Rosenbergs, a box of jello* a photo of Harry Gold* some 
photos of Greenglass and a copy of the security rules atL 
Los Alamos. Also shown was a collection box for children 
of Spanish Republicans. This collection box* noted the 
prosecution gravely* was used by the Rosenbergs and proved 
that they were communists." 


The article then cites the statement of Colonel 
Landsdale* Chief of Security at Los Alamos* to the effect 
that no employee could have been able to talk to employees 
from other divisions at Los Alamos* as clear proof that 
Greenglass was not telling the truth vhen he claimed he 
had discussed the project at Los Alamos with various other 
employees. 


The article also cites a statement given to the 
"Hew York Times** by Doctor Drey claiming that "1 found 
the claim of Bosenberg more plausible than that of Green* 
glass. Detailed information on the atonic bomb would 
have required 45 to 46 printed volumes and only a scientist 
or an engineer would have been capable of reading them.** 

Commenting on the death sentence handed out to 
the Bosenbergs* the article states that **the majority of 
Americans* conditioned by the press and the radio* received 
the verdict with satisfaction. Borne* however* became 
disturbed, las it normal that a man and a woman were 
sentenced to death under such weak evidence? Various 
committees were formed to save the Bosenbergs. Ethel 
and Julius waited the hour of decision in 8ing 81ng. They 
exchanged letters* later published under the title "Letters 
From the Death Bouse* " which are among the most beautiful 
love letters ever written. In each and every line can be 
seen the absolute proof of their innocence." 

The article concludes by stating that " the 
Bosenbergs were offered a deal; confess and their lives 
would be spared. Bowever* they were innocent. To what 
could they confess? Furthermore* the Bosenbergs understood 
that if they confessed to a crime which they had not 
committed* they would be opening the door to such people 
as Senator McCarthy. They knew that if they confessed* 
Senator McCarthy would be able to claim the truth of his 
thesis that any American who did not think like him was 
guilty. Truly, the Bosenbergs were victims of a period 
of intolerance."

ABOUT THE PLAYWRIGHT 



Donald Freed was boro in Chicago in 
1932 and has lived in every quarter of 
the U.S. He now makes his home in Los 
Angeles where he Is a Special Consul* 
tant for the California Institute of the 
Arts. He also teaches in the Anthro- 
pology Department of California State 
College and in the Philosophy Depart- 
ment of U«CX»A. 

From 1966 through 1966* Mr. Freed 
was Artistic Director of the Los Angeles 
Art Theatre which was hailed by critics 
Kenneth Tynan and Clifton Fadiman as 
"the most exciting theatre ever seen on 
the West Coast" Mr. Freed’s term with 
that theatre was concluded with a pro- 
duction of Hamlet which the Los Angeles 
Times called "a work of existential 
genius." 

He is a prolific author and his works 
cover a broad front (His article The 
"Cass" and the Myth appears in this 
program.) Another article, Peter Weiss 
and the Theatre of the Future , appeared 
in Drama Survey and is scheduled for 
inclusion in an anthology of criticism 
which Bantam Books will publish soon. 

Mr. Freed’s books include The Exis- 


tentialism of Alberto Moravia , Freni 
and Stanislavsky, The Angry Arts an£ 
The Theatre of the Future . He reports 
that three additional books are in pro 
gress. 

He has written many plays and film 
scripts. There is his new version of the 
Faust myth (with music by Richard 
Nash), and new adaptations of both 
Oedipus the King and Electro* He and 
the poet Harold Lieberman recently 
completed what they call "the first Mu- 
sical of Fact" — Hogs Run Wild* With 
Guy Stockwell, Mr. Freed also has writ- 
ten a new version of Crime and Punish- 
ment 

He holds the John Larkin Award for 
Playwriting and the Milton Lester 
Award for Direction. 

Mr. Freed works closely with what 
he terms facets of "the movement" — 
Operation Bootstrap, The Peace Action 
Council and The War Resisters League. 
When asked to describe himself, he re- 
plied: "Say that 1 am straggling to be- 
come one of the firstlings of the twenty- 
first century."

expert and obsessed* The dim figures of 
The Case began to take on definition. 
The Rosenbergs began to be real and so, 
too, did the Government. Roy Cohn and 
Joseph McCarthy were the agents of the 
Government and the authors of its new 
religion: anti - communism. Something 
was rotten. The Cold War froze to zero 
degree. Books, opinions, journals, au- 
thorities from all over the world were 
beginning to be univocal about the con- 
duct of the judge, about the plague-like 
atmosphere of what was already being 
called (somewhat unfairly) the "Mc- 
Carthy Era," about The Case in gen- 
eral. Now The Case had become The 
Scandal. 

Theatre of Fact 

"Without continual freedom of choice, 
there can be no dramatic conflict.” This 
ringing assertion by Rolf Hochhuth, au- 
thor of The Deputy , is now and will be 
in the future, I predict, a sub-text of im- 
portant drama. Hochhuth is referring to 
the theme of his explosively controversial 


dramatization of Pope Pius XII, the 
Christian world, and the Third Reich. 
But in a larger sense the entire twen- 
tieth century is a rehearsal and a post- 
mortem of those events best symbolized 
by the death camps and mushroom 
clouds of World War II. 

It is for the dramatist to infiltrate 
the huge historical abstractions of the 
time and to bring out from the flux 
recognizable human beings and a con- 
fluence of "all too human" motives to 
sweep us along to the rational and non- 
rational understandings of otherwise un- 
speakable events. 

The theatre as the double of our cen- 
tury seems to focus with increasing in- 
tensity on the problem of good and evil; 
and this in an inverse ratio to a secular 
society's paralyzing insensitivity to the 
moral options and power of the modern 
Everyman. 

When events are so momentous as to 
be unspeakable, only myth (poetry) or 
statistics will begin to encompass and 
abstract what would otherwise be lost to

understanding. So Hochhuth and then 
Peter Weiss went, whenever they could, 
to the verbatim record with all its non* 
dramatic limitations. This produces an 
aura of alienation, of didacticism, a de- 
scendant of Bertolt Brecht's Epic visi- 
sion. It is this planned alienation that 
makes for the aesthetics, or part of 
them, of the Theatre of Fact. 

The audience, too, begins to play a dif- 
ferent role. Other media, like television, 
also bring information to the eyes and 
ears of. spectators. But the difference is 
as between a novel and a play; the play- 
house provides a “hot” setting for infor- 
mation, the television a “cool” one. Like 


the novel, the transaction is a private 
experience, but the theatre still has the 
power to produce solidarity from those 
who rub shoulders in the crowd. But the 
impact of the Theatre of Fact is not 
purgative like the Theatre of Cruelty; 
the latter is therapeutic, the former 
didactic. Consider a play, The Witnesses , 
based on a murder watched by over 20 
people who not only did nothing to help 
but did not even call the police, and by 
way of explanation could only say “I did 
not want to get involved.” This is fit 
matter for a new form: the banality of 
evil and the enormity of the gratuitous 
act are the idea of this form.

Let ns try to distinguish the Theatre 
of Fact from such earlier twentieth- 
century genres as Social Realism, Nat- 
uralism, and the Living Newspaper. The 
Theatre of Social Realism was a revolu- 
tionary and anti-romantic attempt to 
imitate life in a new way. It was a cele- 
bration of late nineteenth-century myth, 
the myth of mass man in everyday life, 
and tiie smallest detail would register 
with a new impact on those who had 
been “poisoned by romanticism.” The 
plays of Hauptmann, Gorki, Ibsen, the 
others took us through the fourth wall 
into the microcosm of a Berlin or New 
York street, a Russian country estate, 
or a Scandinavian bourgeoisie into the 
infrastructure of daily life* All this was 
dubbed Naturalism and that, in any 
case, was the aim. How shocked the 
new century was by this analysis of the 
selected, fateful trivia of the everyday — 
Zola and Freud, chemistry and psychol- 
ogy — ahh, how true it all wasJ But the 
Theatre of Fact deals not with the banal 
or quotidian smudges of life. Rather it 


has to do with the colloaal, the over- 
arching new myth of Evil: the titanic 
symbol of the camps; the assassination 
of a leader; murder while “good people” 
look on ; mighty nation states pitted 
against small scapegoats. This content, 
then, is, so far, quite different — and its 
structure is even more so. These plays 
most closely resemble “histories” in the 
old terminology, that have been married 
to actual tape recordings: and inter- 
marriage of media. 

Theatre of Cruelty • 

The United States Vs. Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg is Theatre of Fact in 
that every word is taken from primary 
sources. At its. most bizarre there is not 
an invented word in the entire text. But 
the mise en scene of the plays is Thea- 
tre of Cruelty. 

We are combining not only media but 
also the facts of evil with the cruelty of 
individual choice. What you see really 
happened; that is fact. Now you must

or moral cruelty. 

A a we look ahead, then, we aee the 
Theatre of Cruelty and the Theatre of 
Fact beginning to dominate the stage 
just as the novel is giving way to the 
film and to the sociologists’ analyses. 
These two new forms of drama, that 
build on the past, see man no longer in 
the image of a machine but as a des- T ' 
perately ill thousand-year-old mad ani- ; 
mal. But a human animal, however rav- 
aged, is not a machine, and there can - 
be hope for recovery. _ Here the old 
cathartic function of the performing 
arts is invoked again, and the aim of the 
theatre of the future in this century may 
very well be, in the words Weiss gives 
Marat, to remind the suffered that 
The important thing 
is to putt yourself up by your own 
hair 

to turn yourself htside out 
and see the whole world with fresh 
eyes . 

Soon it will require courage, once again, 
to go to the theatre as the twentieth 
century begins — fatefully — to purge 
itself. Cruelty is its abreaction and 
Fact its therapy. 

DisenthraUtnent 

"We must disenthrall ourselves,” said 
Lincoln when the crisis deepened. That 
is what these Theatres of Fact and 
Cruelty are about. For many, the 
American Bream has simply become the 
American Nightmare, but that, too, is, 

1 think, transitory. 

In the twentieth century we have be- 
gun to frighten ourselves to death with 
grotesque and mindless abstractions: 
"the government,” "the masses,” "the 
power structure,” "the ousider.” These 
are our myths and — like the ancients 
— we really believe them. The difference 
is that their myths were theirs and 
served them, whereas ours are invented 
and received and make us sick. Racial 
and political myths can best be subvert- 
ed, perhaps, by those who should know 
the most about story telling — the play- 
wrights. So this play is an anti-myth, it 
means to disenthrall. What, then, shall 
be the new myths? That is for the real 
people to create; the playwrights will 
come later. Just now we are all in- 
volved, alike, in making the necessary 
myth of "the twentv-first century.” Oh, 
Gods, grant us credibility!
